INDUCT NEW PASTOR. AT HIST- | COLONEL JAMES T, STANFORD, 


VETERAN MOUNTIE AND 
MACLEOD OLD TIMER, DIES 
IN MONTANA 


The death occurred of Colonel 
James T. Stanford on Tuesday after- 
noon, August 10th, at his home in 
Great Falls, Montana. The deceased, 


in Montreal and came west in 1875 
with the North West Mounted Pol- 
ice. He was stationed in Macleod 
with the Police from 1875 to 1878, 
After leaving the Police he went in 
extensively for ranching in Alberta 
and Montana. He was a colonel in 
the United States cavalry, which 
commission he held at the time of 
his death. 

The late Colonel Stanford was one 
of Montana's leading financiers, he 
was president of the Conard Bank at 
Great Falls, also president of the 
Valier irrigation project in Montana 
and was director in other financial 
institutions, He is survived by his 
wife and son and daughter. 

During the Calgary stampedes the 
late Colonel Stanford was a promin- 
ent figure with the old-timers and 
took keen interest in the welfare of 
the Indians who have lost a great 


| friend by his death. 


Together with Colonel W. C. Br- 
yan, of Edmonton, they were judges 
of the big Indian jubilee and cele- 
bration in 1925 at Macleod. 

He had been sick for some weeks 
past and he died shortly after his 
removal to the hospital. Both Col- 
onel and Mrs. Bryan had been visit- 
ing Colonel Stanford-and-only left 
him to return to Alberta a few hours 
prior to his death. His demise re- 
moves another old pioneer and 
mounted police veteran from the 
now greatly depleted ranks of the 
originals of the North West Mount- 
ed Police.
